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Regarding to claim 1 , referencing expanding the location of the mobile terminal into an asociated area of interest and indentifying parking 
areas or facilities within the assoicated area of interest changes the scope of claim 1 . This creates new issues with respect to dependent 
claims because as an example claim 4 never had in its scope expanding the location of the mobile terminal into an asociated area of 
interest and indentifying parking areas or facilities within the assoicated area of interest. 

Regarding to claim 4, referencing associated area of interest has subject matter added requiring additional searching to be done. 

The request for reconsideration has be considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance because new issues with 
respect to the claims added were never considered in previous prosecutions.
